Last week I heard a man who had been farming here close to town 
jor forty years, state that it took more rain to make a crop after a wet 
winter than it did after a dry winter. I thought for a few minutes he 
was crazy, then I got to studying about the proposition and have been 
thinking about it ever since.

Here in the nursery I learned years ago that the best drouth resist­ 
ing plants were the ones that had the shallow root systems. A peach 
tree will run its roots along just under the surface for fifteen or twenty 
feet. When it rains on a big surface, no matter how little, those shallow 
roots will get the benefit. If you plow deep vour peach trees cannot stand 
the drouth because vou plow these shallow roots off. The best orchard 
man in Erath County never plow’s over two inches deep and would not 
plow at all if he could find some Way to kill the weeds without plowing. 


But I started out to tell about Beans. Ten years ago I saw the Hopi
